A request from the Lincoln board 


of education that {he 1913 levy for 
school purposes be increased to such 
an extent aa to n«t the schools $1.- 
200,000 as proviBed by statute, after 
commissions and losses are deducted, 
was turned dow by the county board 
Tuesday.

Want* Shrinkage Covered. 


The board of education holds that 


the statute allows $1,200 000 net, and 
that the levy should be u^-ide suffi- 
ciently large to care for tho usual 
shrinkage. 
Figures presented to the commis- 
sioners by County Treasurer Suth- 
erland show that the levy for school 
purposes collected in Lincoln last 
year, from July 1 to July 1 totaled 
$1,230,644, and that $1,218406 of this 
amount has been paid over.

VICE PRESIDENTS AS PRESIDENTS. 
Although flVe vice presidents before Calvin Coolidg« 


have been elevated to the presidency through the death 
Of their chiefs, only one of these succeeded in securing 
an election to the high office following the completion of 
unexplred terms, this one being Theodore Roosevelt, who 
admittedly had the vice presidential nomination forced 
upon him forthe purpose of 
removing him from 
the 


political field. 


This failure upon the part fcf former vice presidents 


to gain the higher place through Domination and election 
was not because they were void of ambition in that di- 
rection, but for the_reason that they had alienated power- 
ful, men In their own party, as, indeed, had been the case 
with Roosevelt who was however srtong enough to over- 
come all opposition and win the nomination and election 
In spite of his enemies. 


John Tyler, tenth president of the United States, 


•ucoe«ded to that position upon the death of William 
Henry Harrison, "Old Tippecanoe," April 4, 1841, and 
almost immediately broke -with the whig party which had 
elected him. He vetoe'd th« bill to recharter the Bank of 
the United States and when this was modified to in part 
meet with his views he again vetoed it. He also opposed 
tba bill for the revision of the tariff and in September ot 
the year In which he assumed the presidency all of the 
members of his cabinet nave '\yebster. who,was then en- 
^jaged in Important diplomatic negotiations, resigned. Mr. 
Webster also stepped out the following year. President 
Tyler was bitterly denounced by the leaders in his own 
party and at the conclusion of his term he retired to 
his estate in Virginia. In ISet he emerged to preside 
over the peace convention In Washington and falling to 
secure a compromise he allied himself with the con- 
federacy, 


Mlllard FHLmore, 
who in 
July. 
1S50. succeeded 


Zachary Taylor as chief executive of the nation, within 
a short time alienaied many of The northern leaders Of 
the whig party by signing compromise measures and the 
fugitive slave law which were enacted by congress. Not- 
withstanding the opposition of these northerners he was 
a prominent candidate for the nomination in tho national 
sonvention ot 1852, but was defeated. In 1S56 he became 
the candidate of the knownothing, or American party, 
receiving the electoral vote of only one state, Maryland. 
Following that election he retired from public life. 


The career of Andrew Johnson was the most stormy 


of that of nny vice president who ever succeeded to the 
presidency. Ho was the seventeenth president, Flllmore 
having been the thirteenth. Johnson became president on 
April 15, 1S65. following the assassination oC Abraham 
Lincoln. He broke with his party within a very short 
time, notwithstanding the fact that he and the members 
of his cabinet, with the exception of Secretary of War 
Stnnton, 
Insisted that he was but carrying out the 


policies that had been agreed upon by President Lincoln 
and his advisors. Johnson 
vetoed 
the 
reconstruction 


measures and civil rights bills enacted by congress and 
Insisted upon extending amnesty to the members of the 
confederate government and army. 


President Johnson also removed Secretary of War 


Stanton from office, appointing General Grant in his 
place. This was declared to be in violation of the tenure 
Of office law and for this net and other's the national 
house of representatives adopted articles of impeach- 
ment, upon which the president was tried In the Senate. 
At the conclusion of tho trial thirty-five senators voted 
guilty and nineteen not guilty, and a two-thirds, major- 
ity being necessary, he was acquitted. 


In the democratic national convention of ISfiS John- 
' ion received 65 votes for the presidential nomination, 


but he was not considered by the republicans, who had 
•lected him with Lincoln. In 1875 he was' elected to th« 
tjnlted States senate, but die.d three months after his 


„ Mlectlon. 


* Chester A. Arthur, who became president upon the 
3e*th of James A. Garfield, September ID, 18S1. was a 
practical politician of the modern school and the repub- 
lican party at that time being rent by bitter factional 
quarrels, he was of course Involved. He had served for 
•Ifht years as collector of the port of N«w York, having 
bean appointed by President Grant to this most lucra- 
tlf» position. 
Upon becoming vice president he con- 


tinued to mix In tire controversy oyer the distribution of 
federal patronage in the Empire sllate. Being aligned with 
111* faction of Conklingr and Platt, who resigned from the 
Moat* upon the success of their party adversaries. 


President Arthur was a candidate for nomination In 


the convention of 1884, but was defeated by James G. 
BJatoka. ThU fallur* was taken very much to heart and 
he dtod two yeari laUr.

ON THE ROAD TO RUIN. 


Tf you are ready for a gloomy half hour for con- 


sideration'of the possible dp,line of our present civili- 
zation, spend-that amount <jf time m rcndtne "The De- 
cline of Modern Civilization;" recently published in the 
Augu»t issue of "C'urrent History" and written by Wil- 
liam Dudley Foulke, author and student of governments. 
He compares what he considers symptoms of weakness 
In our civilization with -weakness In the Roman civili- 
zation that led to its fall and if one can read'it through 
without succumbing to the pessimism contained it gives 
some valuable suggestions of troubles which can be at 
least partially remedied. 


Among the other decadent tendencies noted as^eor- 


responding with the Roman decline.are these: The loos- 
ening of fatnily tie?, the decline of religious faith, the, 
drift of population to *he cities, religious intolerance, 
decay of public spirit and an impossible tax burden. 


About the last named symptom the article gives 


some enlightened warnings. "In Rome—An oath was ad- 
ministered to the proprietors which bound them to dis- 
close the true state of their affairs, and their attempts 
to prevaricate or elude the intention of the legislature 
were severely punished as a capital 
crime, which in- 


cluded the double guilt of treason and sacrilige." 
We 


used to raise most o'f our taxes without severe inquis- 
torlal methods. But in the recent jncome tax, excess 
profits tax, and so forth, these^have been introduced, 
and although only fines llnd the penitentiary have thus 
far been prescribed as punishments, wo are already 
upon the road followed in the days of the decline of 
Rome.' 


We read further: 
"When taxes become too oppressive, men will no 


longer work to produce the wealth upon which they 
can be levied. Property will be destroyed rather than 
maintained subject to intolerable burdens. As in the 
east, where the date tree which could 
not bear fruit 


enough to pay the taxes upon it was lelled to the ground, 
so everywhere, when taxes make property unremunera- 
tive, property will cease to exist. In a number of in- 
dustries that point has been reached today and if the 
increase continues Indefinitely, the widespread destruc- 
tion of property is certain." 


The author does not consider the task of saving the 


present civilization hopeless. 
He admits that it is im- 


possible to tell in the span of one life time whether the 
course of a civilization is really forward or backward, 
but he judges only by signs of the times in compari- 
son with other times. Remedial measures for the elim- 
ination or improvement of some of these troubles^re 
entirely possible and one of the first and most important 
should be the reduction and elimination of many taxes, 
the halting of the progress of too much and too ex- 
pensive government and the return to the long lamented 
"normalcy" in the matter of public finances.

Tha Farmer's Situation. 


LINCOLN, Neb., Aug. 6. 


To the editor of The Dally Star: 


"We »may as well wake up in this 
country and realize that -we are or- 
ganizing business in a monopolistic 
basis. 
Experience has proven that 


the competitive system xvas a waste- 
ful system, and that things can be 
done much better and cheaper on the 
monopolistic basis. Nearly all busi- 
ness is based upon this monopolistic 
plan, and 
prices in such a systeiu 


are based upon coat of production 
plus a profit. Even such a business 
so common as tiiie automobile bus'- 
ness is based upon this principle. But 
about one half of our population aro 
cngag-ed in the 
farming business, 


and this is the one business that has 
not yet been 
organized upon tho 


monopolistic plan. There are several 
i masons why this has not been done. 
There are so many people engaged 
in that it is almost impossible 
to 


combine them. 
One hundred auto 


manufacturers can get together and 
talTc over prices, but that is impos- 
sible to 10 million farmers. So tho 
farmer is still doing business on the 
competitive hasis, and the basis of 
prices in the competitive system is 
supply , and 
demand. The farmer 


therefore sells on a open market and 
buys on a closed market. Every au- 
tomobile is a monopoly, and is pro- 
tected by ll. S. patents. If you want 
a certain car, you have to buy It 
from a certain 
company and 
the 


price is based upon cost of produc- 
tion, plus a profit. 
Now what tlt3 
government should do is to make a 
price on wheat, corn, etc., based 
upon a cost of production plus a pro- 
fit, 
and then 
handle 
the surplus 


grain from year to year as a matter 
of self protection and public policy. 
When a man starts out to make an 
automobile- or 1,000 automobiles ho 
knows that that is the number he is 
going- to produce, and he cart-en- 
large or limit production at will and 
thus not overstock the market. But 
whtn a farmer plaits 100 acres of 
•wheat he does not know that he is 
even going to get his seed back, BO 
he must try to raise all he can, so 
if there is a partial failure he will 
have something for his work. They 
are a lot of people telling the fartji- 
er to quit raising wheat, and to put 
in only half a.n acreage. That will 
not do the farmer any good. Sup- 
pose we plant only half an acreags 
of wheat this fall. 
Suppose that 


there 
is 
only half a crop raised 


next year as there was this, how will 
that help the farmer? He will not 
have any wheat to sell. All this 
year's crop by this time next year 
will be in the easterner's and the 
grain men's hands. 
They will get 


J2 per bushel for it, and the west 
will have to pay high freights on 
flour besides the high price. 
Wo 


simply spite ourselves when we thus 
Krnit production. 
As a matter of 


public policj-, for the good of the 
country, it Is up to us to raise all 
the grain we can. Then it is up 
to t'he government to give us cost of 
production plus a profit for it. And 
all the people will have to stand the 
burden of carrying the surplus grain. 
They talk about the huge surplus of 
wheat in the country. There is only 
one. bushel per person in the U. S. 
That 
surely is not a very 
heavy 


oversupply. 
We have- always car- 


ried that amount or more over from 
year to year. But instead of makinc 
the farmer carry this load, the whole 
people must bear the burden. 
But the farmer cnnnot establish 


a monopoly in grain without govern- 
ment help, and unless the board of 
trade Is abolished in Chicago. The 
dealing in fullires in a food product 
is simply gambling In other people's 
necessities. It is gambling puro and 
simple nnd Is wrong in Itself. This 
is no benefit in gambling to any OJIP, 
'It doesn't even help the man who 
wins. He takes something for noth-
